The  Note 
reported  this  year  due  Wm.  S.  Ramsey  ,  is  the  same  reported  due  C  Whitte- 
more, last  year.  In  regard  to  the  the  balance  reported  in  the  Treasury  it  was 
not  thought  best  to  take  up  any  of  the  liabilities,  they  hot  being  wanted,  as 
the  Town  in  June  next,  will  need  about  $500  00  to  pay  their  part  of  building:  a 
new  Bridge  on  the  spot  where  the  present  County  Bridge  (so  called)  stands.
